Japanese  Indignation 


The  Osaka  waves  indignant  over  the  Shanghai  shooting 

affair  and  demands  a  formal  apology  from  the  Nationalist  Govern¬ 
ment  for  the  outrage  vmich  the  paper  believes  was  directed 
against  Mr.  Shlgemltsu,  the  Japanese  Charge  d'Affalres.  The 
Osaka  Journal  finds  it  difficult  to  take  the  Chinese  version 
on  trust  that  Mr.  Soong,  Finance  Minister  of  the  Nationalist 
Government,  was  the  target  of  the  attack  seeing  that  the 
incident  occurred  at  Shanghai  where  the  anti-Japanese  senti¬ 
ment  is  -particularly  strong.  At  any  ra-te,  it  is  Incurabont 
upon  the  Nationalist  Government  to  arrest  the  offenders  quickly 
and  make  the  point  clear.  Even  before  the  object  of  the  v;ould- 
be  assassins  is  made  clear,  the  JiJi  declares,  the  Nationalist 
Government  ought  to  convey  its  formal  expression  of  regret  to 
the  Japanese  Government.  That  Government  would  be  guilty  of 
a  breach  of  international  good  fdlth,  if  it  hesitated  to  take 
this  course  on  the  score  that  neither  the  reason  nor  the  ob¬ 
ject  of  the  outrage  is  not  clear. 


The  Osaka  J1J[1  proceeds  to  say  that  the  Japanese  people 
strongly  resent  the  general  attitude  of  the  Chinese  towards 
Japan.  They  are  indignant  at  the  Chinese  disregard  of  good 
neighbourliness,  their  trampling  of  international  good  faith 
underfoot,  and  their  Importlnent  anti- Japanese 
Shanghai  incident  has  Intensified  their  indignation. 
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
